DUE TO LW.W.’S. 


Little’s Seditious Remarks the 
Cause, Say Witnesses. 


Government Pins Labor Trou- 
bles to Agitator, . 


Newspaper Reporters Tell of 


Interviews. 


A NIGHT WIRE) 

CHICAGO, May 23.—Activities of 
the LW.W. in attempting to organ- 
ize the miners at Butte, Mont. and 
the strike and violence which fol- 
lowed culminating in the lynching 
of Frank H. Little, August 1, 1917, 
were graphically déScribed today at 
the trial of 112 I.W.W. leaders be- 
fore Federal Judge Landis by 
Charles L. Stevens, A. W. Walliser 
and Harold W. Creary, who were 
employed in Butte as reporters when 
the trouble occurred. Creary is now 
® student at the officers’ training 
field at Camp Johnson, Jacksonville, 
Fla., and appeared in uniform. 

Walliser told of an open-air mass 
meeting of miners in Butte, July 
19, at which Frank H. Little, mem- 
ber of the general executive board 
of the LW.W. and others delivered 
seditious addresses. The witness 


said Little attacked the national and 
State governments, the capitalistic 


Class and referred to soldiers as 
“Uncle Sam's uniformed scabs,” 
Pershing’s  Yellowlegs” and 
“Thugs.” 


Walliser said Little repeated a con- 
versation he had with Gov. Campbell 
of Arizona, sitortly after seyeral 
thousand I1.W.W. members had ‘been 
deported from Bisbee, Ariz.. in which 
the Governor asked Little what he 
intended to do in the event the 
strikers lost their fight. In reply to 
the question, Little said he told the 
Governor he would call a strike of 
the workers on the f logging 
camps and in munition plants and 
other industries. 

DIDN'T GIVE A DAMN. 
“Why, you wouldn't do that while 
the country is at war, would you?” 
asked Gov. Campbell. 

Little replied: 

“I don't give a damn who your 
country is fighting. I am fighting 
for the solidarity of labor.” 

Little said that 60,000 already 
were on a strike on the farms and 
40,000 out in the logging camps. 

The witness said the 1.W.W. were 
against everything in Butte and 
their activities caused a reign of ter- 
ror, followed by strikes and blood- 
shed. He was cross-examined at 
length by George F. Vanderveer. 
chief counsel for the LW.W.. who 
attempted to show that the miners’ 
etrike+ Was caused by the death of 
260 workmen in the Speculator mine 
tire, which he contended was due to 
the failure to provide manholes in 
the bulkheads. The attorney argued 
that the strike and trouble which 
resulted was caused by this accident. 

The witness said je had never 
heard that the bodies of the victims 
were sold for $12 each. Walliser 
said the estrike and violence whith 
accompanied it, was caused by tev- 
eral hundred 1.W.W. organisers who 
by using force terrorized the 15,000 
miners of the city. 

REWARD STILL STANDS. 


The questioning then led to the 
lynching of Little, and the attorney 
dramatically asked the witness if he 
would publish the names of the mur- 
derers if he gave them to him. 

“The Mayor of Butte has a stand- 
ing offer of $3000 reward for their 
identity, which you can claim if you 
have their names,” replied the wit- 


neas. 

Charlies IL. Stevens testified that 
Little declared that unless the de- 
mand of the etrikers were granted 
a general strike would be called 
throughout the country, which would 
keep the United States Army so busy 
at home it could not be sent abroad. 

Stevens was cross-examined in re- 
gard to the alleged biacklist and 
rustier card system used by the mine 
owners in the employment of work- 
ers, and said that the questions 
asked applicants were the same as 
those used by the United States gov- 
ernment in employing men and 
edded that the object was to keep 
the lawless element out of the city. 
The witness said the trouble was 
caused by the activities of the 1. W.W. 
and that a majority of the miners 
were law-abiding citizens. He said 
the conservative element were op- 
posed to allowing Little to speak at 
the mass meeting. 

SINN FEIN MENTIONED. 

An anti-draft circular introduced 
by the government in evidence was 
identified by the witness, who said 
it was the general report in Butte 
that tt had been tssued by the 
Pearse-Connolly Club, composed of 
sympathizers of the Sinn Fein move- 
ment in Ireland. 

Harold W. Creary, described an

the police and militia after severe 
fighting and a number of arrests had 
been made. He said one of the 
1.W.W. members, John Korbi, car- 
ried a large red banner in the parade

ON WEST FRONT 


SUMMARY OF SITUATION. 

German preparations for a re- 
sumption of the great offensive 
along the western front are re- 
ported to have béén completed 
and the Teuton legions are 
awaiting the command once 
more to launch themselves at 
the lines from which they re- 
colled in the first two major 
operations of the drive, says the 
A. P. Allied leaders believe the 
German biow will be struck in 
a few days and are waiting with 
supreme confidence the tria) of 
strength which may prove de- 
cisive. 


In the meantime, only the 
artillery and aeria! forces of the 
contending armies are showing 
Sreat activity. 

The German official report 
mentions frequent French in- 
fantry attacks on the western 
bank of the Avre, but these 
probably were local operations 
for gaining better defensive po- 
sitions or disturbing the enemy 
in his preparations for the great 
battle. 

In the air, however, the fight- 
ing has seemed to grow in in- 
tensity. From every sector 
along the front, aerial squadrons 
have been engaged in combats 
in which heavy losses have been 
inflicted. 

American airmen have made 
pearance onthe Lys 
battlefigid according to the Ger- 
man official report, which says 
that three American machines 
were brought down on Wednes- 
day. This is the first time that 
American aviators have been 
reported on this part of the front 
and it is probable that they 
are attached to the large body 
of men which reached positions 
on the British front recently.

WASHINGTON, Mey 23.—The 
third anniversary of Italy's en- 
trance into the war was celebrated 
in Washington tenight at a mass 
meeting under the patronage of 
President Wilson, and at which Sec- 
retary Lansing and Count Maechi 4! 
Cellere, the Italian Ambassador, 
were speakers. Many high govern- 
ment officials, foreign diplomats and 
members of Congress attended. ° 

A message from President Wil- 
son extending fraternal greetings to 
the Italian people and bidding them 
God-sepeed, was read b Secretar) 
Lansing. It*has been cabled to Am- 
bassador Page Rome, and will be 
read throughout Italy tomorrow at 
celebrations commemorating the 
Gay three years ago when Italy 
again unfurled her battle flag against 
the Huns. 

The celebration here tonight was 
the forerunner of many that are to 
be held over the country tomorrow. 
Observance of Italy's day was re- 
quested by President Wiisen in @ 
message to the nation last Bunday.

THREE YEARS AGO TODAY. 

“Three years o today,” the Sec- 
retary said, “Italy made her great 
decision. On that day, which will 
ever be memorable in history, she 
wrote across her battle fags the 
word ‘Libetty,, and unfurled them 
to the world. .- 

“Bince that hour of decision, the 
Italians bhavé cotrageously stro¢- 

led against the Teutons. Today the 

regence of the foe defiles the soll 
of italy, but we who are warring 
against the same enemy of man- 

4, have confidence that the na- 
tional spirit of Italy and the genius 
of Italy's generals foree back the 
invaders. 

“To those who know the past 
there unavoidably comes the 
thought that the sons of ancient 
Rome are standing today. even as 
their®forefathers stood, face to face 
with the barbarians of the north. In 
the ages past, Italy wus saved by 
the patrictiem. the valor and sac- 
rifices of Italians. So will italy 
again be saved. 

“Today, again, the youngest pow- 
er of the earth is anxious to cross

WASHINGTON. May 123.-—Orders 
raising the wages of 2,000,000 rall- 
way employees and giving them 
back pay from January 1 at the 
new rates were prepared today by 
Director-General McAdoo and sent 
to the printer, to be issued within 
a few days 

Mr. McAdoo based his decisions 
largely on recommendations of the 
Rallroad Wage Commission, which 
proposed increases aggregating 
about $300,000,000, But it under- 
Stood he made many modifications 
Which will result In even higher In- 
creases for some classes. At Reail- 
road Administration headquarters it 
Was intimated that the total pay 
increases would amount to gmore 
than 300,000,000. 

In working out the new schedules, 
Mr. McAdoo and his advisers paid 
Special attention to complaints of 


thousands of railroad men given 
taiges in the last two years, that 
on the Wage Commission's basis 


they would’ get not a cent of tin- 
crease this year. Clerks and office 
emplovees, most of whom are tn- 
organized, probably will be riven 
substantial increases. Liberal treat- 
ment also ie expected for track em-

ers. 

The text of the Director-Gener- 
ai’s order is voluminous, and print- 
ers working day and night will re- 
auire at least three days to com- 
plete it.

NEW YORK, May 23.—Two hun- 
dred, thousand Russian volunteers 
pledged to take up again the fight 
against Germany on the eastern

According to the commissioners, 
all the phases, of this ambitious 
coup have been worked out in col- 
laboration with authorized Kerensky 
representatives abroad. It is in large 
measure to lend cohesion to this 
movement, they said, that the pro- 
posed coming of Kerensky to this 
country, was first broached. 

NO CONNECTION. 

This organization, Mr. Rosenthal 
was explicit in pointing out, is in 
no way connected with the American 


Red Guard. which. whh a great 
flourish of trumpets, the Bolshevik 
sympathizere here tried to  or- 
ganize some months ago. On the 


contrary, he said, it i¢ made up of 

Russians who, while thorough-co- 

ing republicans at heart. are dis- 

gusted with the chaos and excesses 

into which their country has been 

through Bolsheviet “leader- 
ip.” 

Also. Mr. Rosénthal stated. no 
men who would be subject to the 
American draft have been Included 
In tt: membership. They are all 
either exempt. outside the Amert- 
can draft ages or Russians .who 
have never been naturalized tn this 
country. This, the commission te- 
lives, ie a further reason why the 
administration should look favor- 
ably upon their plans.

PAID LESS BY BOARD. 


RATE DEPENDS UPON BOATS 
SPEED AND CARGO SPACE 
AVAILABLE. 


WASHINGTON, May re- 
4uction of fifty cents a ton In the 


eherter rate for requisitioned Amer- 
fecan ships operating on a bare boat 


basis, effective June 1, was an- 
nounced today by the Shipping 
Board. 

The new rate will be $3.65 a dead- 


weight ton for cargo ships ‘(includ- 
ing tankers) under eleven knots 
speed, with an addition of 50 cents 
a ton for every knot or part of a 
Knot over eleven. For passenger 
ships the new rate will be $5.25 a 
gross ton for ships under eleven 
knots speed with an addition of 50 
cents a grose ton for every knot or 
part of knot over eleven knots. 

The new scale affects vessels op- 
erating under a form of charter in 
which the expenses of operation are 
borne by the United States. Rates 
for shipe operating under the time 
form of charter in which certain ex- 
penses are borne by the owners, are 
not affected.

SECONDARY OBJECTS. 

Naturally, he has a lot of second- 
ary objects such as the capture of 
Hazebrouck, Arras, Doulens and

ple. 

Those who are best qualified to 
judge believe that the new offensive 
will last longer than the first. and 
that it will not end until Ludendorf® 
has exhausted his forces or obtained 
all of his objectives. They believe 
that it will run well into midsum- 
mer and that at ite conclusion Ger- 
many will be ready for peace, and 
failing to obtain it. she will fall 
back on the defensive. 

Ludendorff will elther win a great 
victory or lose the initiative, per- 
haps for all time, if America ful- 
fille all expectations. Statesmen and 
soldiers have stated several times 
recently thelr belief that the war 
will end this year. . 

ACTIVE IN AIR. 

Unprecedentedly severe air fight- 
ing continues on the west front. The 
Germans appear to be making 4 dea- 
perate effort to overcome Allied air 
superiority in order to pave the way 
for the expected resumption of the 
offensive. 

But the enemy is encountering 
many difficulties which probably are 
delaying the promised grand strok 
The German soldiers’ confidence h 
been hurt; they cannot again be led 
to belleve In a quick, easy victory 
after the present check. 

On account of the German policy 
of withdrawing their heavy masses 
far to the rear, from which they can 
be thrown in any direction desired, 
oDeervers are less clear just where 
the hostile blow will come, but al 
Allied opinion ta confident in the 
ability of Foch to parry it, although 
minor losses of territory in the open- 
ing operations are inevitable. 

WORK BOTH WAYS. 

German military critica are just 
as industrious in explaining the de- 
lay in operations on the west front 
as are writers on this side of the 
lines. The same arguments are used 
by both sides, to prove two totally 
different reasons. 

German critics a @ the delay is 
of great value, a8 Ludendorf® has 
been able to get reserves from the 
east, while at the Same time the 
Austrian army facing the Italians has 
received reinforcement from Ru- 
mania. The Germans contend that 
their air service is superior to that 
of the Allies, and that their losses 
are only half as large as those of 
fhe Anglo-French forces. 

Running through the articles of 
such critics as Endres, Gaédke, Salz- 
mann and Von Ardenne there ts 
constant spectiation about Foch's 
reserves, and the size of the Amer- 
ican’ expeditionary foree. Most of 
the Gefman critics write calmly, but 
they are guilty of colertng their re- 
views tor home consumption. How- 
ever, this very exaggeration gives a 
fair tmpression of the thoughts 
causing the greatest anxiety among 
the enemy peoples. 

The German masses have no idea 
of the numbér of American soldiers 
in France. such a dispatch as that 
quoting Senator Caldwell's prophecy 
that a million Americans will be in 
France next month being banned by 
the censor. 

PEOPLE NOT TOLD. 

It is doubtful whether the Ger- 
man critice themselves know even 
approximately the size of the Amer- 
ican army, although the German 
General Staff is hardly likely to be 
In ignorance of the true figures. 
After elaborating on the drain of the 
War oh the French forces, Gaedke 
says: 

“Tt ts therefore no wonder that 
our troops are finding American bat- 
taliona in increasing numbers on dif- 
ferent parts of the front. We «hall 
have to assume that the Americans 
} hag keep crossing the Atlantic stead- 

y to inerease the <aiminishing 
strength of France and England.” 

ie says that the Allies had 200 
divisions before the drive began. 
Other German critics saw Foch still 
has only enough reserves to All the 
aps and repair the breaks tn the 
line. They profess to beliéve that 
Foch can no longer make a vigor- 
ous counter-offensive and recover 
the Initiative. They contend that 
the strain of wafting exerts a great- 
er influence upon the Aflies than 
upon themselves, because there is no 
uncertainty upon thelr side. 

WHERE TO STRIKE. 

Next to thes? questions, the scene 
of the next operation recefves the 
most attention from the critics. Near- 
ly all believe that the Flanders front 
will become lively firat. The Ypres 
salient ie considéred thé most prom- 
ising portion of tHe bettle front. 

Von Ardenne would have his 
readers believe that “the sword of 
Damocies hangs especially over the 
British garrison at Ypres. which is 
inclosed by a semicircle. The great 
German wedge i«¢ like a shell which 
has entered ite objective But has not 
yet exploded. Those afound ft are 
awaiting it in terror and excitement. 

“Foch's man power ise really ap- 
proaching exhaustion. The greatest 
effort hat been mede. It is very sig- 
nificant that in the great effort of 
1917 the Allied western powers could 
raise only twenty-three divisions for 
the summer and autumn fighting. 
Now they have about thirty more, 
not including the Belgians, Portu- 
guése and Americans.”

According to German papers, con- 
siderable irritation hag been cauesd 
in Germany by the rapidity with 
which England has been throwing 
men inte France, and criticism has 
been directed at the Admiralty. In 
a vigorous defense, Rear-Admiral 
Kari tiollweg points out that the ac- 
tivity of the German navy is sub- 
ject to geographical! itmitations. 

A voluntary attempt to remove 
these limitations, he argues, would 
signify a heroic but useless suicide 
fo rthe German fleet.

SLAYER’S STORY 
CAUSES TEARS. 


Grace Lusk Dramatically 
Holds Court in Spell. 


Jurors Deeply Affected by the 
Girl's Narrative. 


At Pistol Point Made Roberts 
Swear to Tell Wife. 


WAUKESHA (Wis.) May 23.— 
With two jurors and many specta- 
tors in tears, Grace Lusk brought 
to a dramatic conclusion late today 
her own story of her life almost 
up to the slaying of Mrs. Mary 
Newman Roberts, for which she is 
now on trial. 

compo | in the witness chair at 
times, as if on the verge of collapse, 
often lowe her voice until it 
was almost itiaudible, she denied 
that she had ever pursued Dr. David 
Roberts and charged that he, first 
appealing for her help in the prepa- 
ration of a book, finally won her 
sympathy by telling of his unhappy 
home life. After describing many 
meetings in Chicago and other 
Places during two years, Miss Lusk 
told of arranging for a conference 
with Dr. Roberta in 9 Milwaukee 
hotel in May, 1917, about a month 
before the tragedy. It was to this 
meeting which she carried the pistol 
with which she later shot Mrs. Rob- 


erts, 

“I had decided ‘that the situation 
had to be straightened wut,” she tes- 
tified, “and that if Dr. Roberts did 
mot care for me I would take my 
own life. I told him how sincere 
I had been in my affection. How 
I would never have allowed it to 
etart if he had not assured me that 
Mrs. Roberts did not care for him. 
Things now were beyond my con- 
trol. My reputation was gone and 
my life ruined. Mre. Roberts also 
was hopelessly wronged. If this had 
m a game on his part, and if I 
had been so simple as not to have 
understood it, I would take the con- 
sequences. 

SWEARS HIS LOVE. 

a “Then he said he cared 10,000 
times more for me. I asked him to 
tell her. He sald it was impossible.

ACCUSE WINERY OWNER | 
OF $50,000 TAX FRAUD. 


ELK GROVE PROPRIETOR SAID 
TO HAVE BOUGHT OAN- 
CELLED STAMPS. 


SAN FRANCISCO, May 
While he was investigating law in- 


fractions in Sacramento as & mem- 
ber of the Federal grand jury, Ed- 
ward L. Da Roza, proprietor of the 
De Roza Winery at Elk Grove, near 
Sacramento, was taken into custody 
by San Francisco internal revenue 
operatives today on a charge af de- 
frauding the government of_ $50,- 
000 in taxes on wine shipments. 
With him was detained Willlam 0. 
Thomas, his brother-in-law, and an 
official of the winery. 

Da Roga's establishment, which 
was sald to contain over $200,000 
worth of port and other wines, was 
raided by the revenue operatives 
and placed ufider lock and key. 

Both men were brought to the 
office of Justus 8 Wardell, Collec- 
tor of Internal Revenue here, where 
Da Roza wh« said to have admitted 
eight carloads of wine 
sealed with the useless stamps to 
all parte of the cotntry. 

According to Wardell, Da Roza 
bought over $1000 of the cancelled 
stamps from a San Francisco man 
whose name ts being withheld. 
These stamps were in the $2 and $4 
denominations and Da Roza bought 
them for half their original value, 
Wardell said. 

Da Roza and Thomas were’ not 
arrested, but are under close sur- 
-velllance. Da Roza was to be giv- 
en a chance to compromise the mat-| 
ter for the exact amount due the 
government, according to Wardell. 
The United States District Attor- 
ney’s office was given full informa- 
tion tn regard to the raid, and it 
was stated that criminal prosecvu- 
tlong may be started against those 
responsible for the callection of the 
stamps here from wholesale wine 
houses. 

Da Roza was sald also to have 
admitted taking five barrels of 
brandy from his own establishment 
and selliag it without paying the 
government tax. 

Pvidence that Da Rosa installed 
secret pipe lines around his brandy 
stille in order to concea) the amount 
of brandy consumed, was being in- 
vestigated also by the authorities. 
Da Roza dented the existence of 
such pipe lines. 

Last year’s output at the winery 
was 800,000 gallons, Da Roga was 
said to have told the authorities. 

Da Roza said he was 26 years of 
age and was placed in class four of 
the selective draft on the ground 
was engeged tn agricultural 
work.

Two members of the jury that had 
heard the evidence at the frst hear- 
ing invaded the defendant's store 
the day follwing his first trial They 
made an inventory of the amount of 
stocks the man hed on hand and 
investigated a quantity of bread that 
was being baked. This investigation 
showed that the bread contained 
only 21% per cent. wheat su betitutes, 
or 3% per cent. below the required 
amount, 

THREATENS APPEAL. 

After ten minutes deliberation, the 
jury returned a verdict of ty. 
When the defendant heard he 
stated that he would appeal his caae. 
Touls M. Cole, city food 
trater, pointed out the fatty of 
such step, stating that 
verdict was upheld 7 =

With almost a billion dollars for raf}- 
way betterments and four hundred millions 
for increased wages Director-General Mc- 
Adoo is conducting so vast an experiment 
im government railroad operation that it 
would make both Socialists and Napoleons 
of fitiance gasp in normal times. 

Where will ft all come from? How can 
it be paid? Will the traffic bear it? Can 
bonds be floated? These are some of the 
questions that arise, and time alone will 
answer. 

Although the administration is centered 
upon the proposition that all things must 
Sive place to the winning of the war, it is 
known to be the wish of the active Mr. 
McAdoo that the country’s business should 
proceed with more activity. He wants busi- 
meas to fully co-operate with the war policy 
of the nation, but he realizes that commerce 
and industry cannot be snufféd out merely 
because they do not happen to contribute 
directly to war results. The war would 
fail if every man were either a soldier or 
& munition maker. There is a long line 
of dependencies, each in proper place and 
deserving recognition. Perhaps the greater 
share of the méans for carrying on the war 
must be provided by interests not actively 
or directly connected with the war itself. 
Railroads, factories, farms and stores must 
be operated or maintained—war or no war. 
Without genera] business it would be im- 
possible to place a Liberty Loan of five bil- 
lion dollars.

It is the 
almost unanimous wish of the people that 
the business of the country be operated 
upon familiar lines—in fact, is more 
criticism of “war business” than of other 
branches. The harshest critics are the men 
and women who find fault with industries 
that are making direct profit from the war 
itself—makers of munitions and creators of 
army equipment. To genera] business they 
make no objection. 

The financial programme which Director- 
General McAdoo has outlined for the rail- 
roads should contemplate a business of vast 
proportions. .There must be a revenue to 
warrant such great- expenditure. There 
must be a follow-up programme which con- 
templates not only war but peace. Just 
now the railroads are being operated under 
a reversal of form. Of old they were for- 
bidden to pool or raise rates and were re- 
quired to compete. Now they are forbidden 
to compete and required to pool.  Inci- 
dentally rates are being raised. The pub- 
lic is not enjoying it very well, but it is 
recognized as good business from the stand- 
point of getting results on a war pro 
gramme. 

Merely because there is a war and be 
Cause authority has been granted there is 
mo warrant for an wuntatural harrying of 
business. In the exigencies of the moment 
power has been conferred upon some sma!!- 
calibered souls whose use of it is but abuse. 
Their only conception of authority is that 
someone must be made to fee! its weight. 
With them misdirected zeal takes the place 
of patriotism. Fortunately there are not 
many such, and the hardships resulting 
from their arrogance are few. The point 
ig that the normal business of the country 
should be suffered to take care of itself as 
far as possible and not be at the whim of 
careless or overzealous authority. 


QUEDUCT POLITICS... 

Senator Johnson of California has ap- 
parently discharged a political obligation by 
securing the adoption in the Federal Senate 
of an amendment to the Los Angeles Aque- 
duct Bill which devitalizes an important sec- 
tion of the charter of our city. Senator 
Johnson announced that he introduced the 
bill at the request of the Public Service 
Commission of Los Angeles. The commis- 
sion maintained a high-salaried lobbyist, at 
the expense of the taxpayers of Los An- 
geles, in Washington, until the bill was 
safely through committees. The crux of the 
amendment is a stipulation that the city of 
Los Angeles cannot sell power developed 
along the aqueduct to private parties for 
redistribution. Yet the electors of Los An- 
gelea by a vote of eleven to one wrote into 
the city charter a provision that the city re 
serves the right to sell electrical light and 
power for redistribution, either to municl- 
palities or to private parties. 

Lobbying that bill through the Senate in 
Washington in place of submitting ft as a 
charter amendment to the electors of Los 
Angeles, the only interested parties, smacks 
yery much of devious politics.. Why, pray, 
has it become suddenly necessary for a 
paternalistic commission to protect the cit!- 
zens of Los Angeles against themselves’ 
Has a community that converted a desert 
into a paradise in less than two generations 
become suddenly so vena! or so stupid that 
it can no longer be trusted to conduct its 
own busineés’ There is a reason; and that 
reason is related very closely to the polit- 
ical jobs of these commissioners. 

Stated briefly, the aqueduct power situ- 
ation is as follows: Engineers employed by 
the city have estimated that an electrical 
force can be generated by harnessing the 
waters of the aqueduct equal to 250,000 
*horse power; the public and private elec- 
trical consumption of Los Angeles is about 
$0,000 horse power, leaving an estimated 
surplus of 170,000 horse power. If this 
power cannot be sold to private parties for 
redistribution outside the city it is worth- 
less and to develop it would be folly. But 
why should not the city develop and market 
this generating force which !s so vital to 
industry? Why must this power continue 
to ie dormant when its development would 
be so powerful an Incentive to building up 
@ great manufacturing district in the South- 
west? One must turh to local politics for 
the answer. 

The Public Service Commissioners are, it 
seems, not content that the eity shall de- 
velop electrical power along the aqueduct 
unless the city can go into the retail fleld 
and market that power to individual con- 
sumers. For six months they have been 
striving to evade an order of the Federal 
Fuel Board that the duplication of light and

GERMANS HESITATE. 

As the days pass the conviction grows 
that the Allies delivered a mortal blow to 
German autocracy in the big spring offen- 
sive. Since that bloody Monday, when the 
flower of the Hun's shock troops were left 
weltering in their own blood on the Flemish 
hillsides before Mont Noir, the German 
General Staff has not been able to organize 
a new offensive. From the Hun point of 
view, everything now goes wrong. The 
Kaiser and his underlings know that they 
must fight, for every day's delay adds to 
the force and the morale of the Allies: but 
there is a disinclination among the troops 
under their command to come to grips 
again with the foe. 

History records that the Huns are fight- 
ers until once beaten. Their admitted 
losses tn the last offensive total more than 
400,000 trained troops; while the positions 
they occupy are less secure than those from 
which they emerged for their great of- 
fensive. While it is true that the Allies 
also suffered terrible losses, it must be re- 
membered that they have a reserve man 
power from which to draw that is more 
than three times that of the Central 
Powers. Von Hindenburg, or perhaps it is 
Ludendorff, is still piling up men and ar- 
tillery for the next drive. Grimly expectant, 
the Allies wait for “the day.” They know 
that another loss of 400,000 men will mean 
annihilation for the Germans, and they are 
prepared to strike back with a greater re- 
sistance than ever. Von Hindenburg would 
prefer that the attack came from the Allies; 
but he knows that Foch is too astute a com- 
mander to be drawn Into the open when he 


knows that the enemy must attack him in 
bis defenses. 

There will be more desperate fighting be- 
fore the end. The offensive which the Huns 
are preparing to launch will be the most 
bitter of all because they must break 
through or collapse. But the united de 
mocracies await them, serene and unafraid. 
Ground may be lost temporarily; there may 
be dark days and bloody days; but through 
it all the confidence of America in the ultt- 
mate victory of the Allies will remain un-

Williams has a New Respect for French Soap. 


ARIS, May 2—‘This shore is 

the place whar sangfroid was 

invented, and the guy who 
framed that word musta put the 
accent on froild.” muttered Buck, 
rubbing the palms of his hands 
briskly together as though fe pro- 
duce a few sparks. 

“It don't seem to bother these 
statues none, though,” he continued 
contemplatively, giving the once 
over to a marble lady on a chilly 
stone pedéstal who had been sit- 
ting there just Im the act of start- 
ing to playga violin for a couple of 
centuries, a who wasn't wearing 
any more clothes than the etiquette 
of statues demands. “Most of these 
Paris hotels, I opine, are het up 
more fer them statues that you see 


standing around in the halls with 
® torch over one shoulder than fer 
humin’ beings,” he concluded. 

Now Buck is a mule skinner. He 
is one of the original fresh air kids, 
and comes from « country a iot 
coléer than France, up around the 
Dakotas, some place where they 
have to chop the ice out of the well 
every morning before boiling the 
coffee 

But when he came off the range 
he would toast his shanks in front 
of a roaring log fire. 

A man dcesn't get really cold in 
Paris, but in an off month like this 
he has the feeling constantly with 
him that he is not quite warm 
enough. It is accompanied by a 
sense of very slight but continual 
discomfort. This is especially true 
In the hotels when not exercising. 

While this le a much warmer sec- 
tion than most parts of the United 
States, the French really live in «@ 
cooler atmosphere most of the time 
because they do not care for much 
artificial heat, relatively speaking. 
In this respect they are really a 

er race than Americans. They 
have been brought up that way, and 
their systems have become adapted 
to indoor temperatures which are 
several degrees too low for even & 
New Englander. 

There is a law here that hotels 
need not be heated after April I, 
and the proprietors obey both the 
spirit and the letter of this law. 

At one hotel in which I stopped, 
oné of the best tn Paris, it was im- 

ble to secure any kind of heat 

r love or money. Finally I dis- 
covered a place with a fireplace in 
each room, and where for 7 francs 
one could secure a small basket of 
wood sufficient to remove the chill 
for a couple of evenings. 

The French kidlets are wonder- 
fully immune to cold. This is true 
of the better class in Paris, with 
their knickerbockers and short 
sccks, or the barelegged youngsters 
in the smaller hamiets near the 
front. They can be seen disporting 
themselves apparentiy in perfect 
comfort in the sort of weather that 
an American stands around with 
his collar buttoned up around his 
ears. I saw a number of refugee 
children whose bare limbs seemed 
to be blue With the cold; but taken 
into a room which the average man 
would regard as only comfortably 
warm, they would complain of the 
heat. 

This probably explains the won- 
derful vitality and stamina and the 
glow of perfect health which are 
characteristic of the French people 
as a whole, and especially those in 
the country, and also their ability 
to engage in protracted marches 
with packs that would break the 
back of a mule. Even the highty- 
trained German troops envy their 
endurance. 


. 

One splendid morning, or rather 
a splendid half-hour on a very 
dreary morning, I was moseying 
aicnge the Champs-Elysees on my 
way back from the American Em- 
bassy. It was something like a mile 
hike each way. Near the Are de 
Triomphe I turned around tn re- 
sponse to a cheery, “Hello,” Yank, 
and recognised a New York news- 
paper writer. : 

“Lest? 

“Nope, just walkin’. 

“Same here. Only way te learn 
the old town.” 

Both agreed that the taxis had 
wes tied into a knot, and each had 
decided to unravel Paris on foot. In 
that way one gets sense of distance 
and direction, while landmarks

This te what a taxi did to me! 
I was stopping at No. 21% Rue de 
Rivoli and wanted to reach a ceér- 
tain newspaper office located at No. 
88 Rue 4u Louvre. The driver took 
me around through varioug streets, 
shot up Avenue de !'Opera and then 
described a couple of convolutions 
near the finish. I marked the route, 
and having occasion to visit the 
place a number of times later fol- 
lowed this route on foot, having an 
abundance of time. It was easily a 
two-mile walk. Later I made the 
somewhat Interesting discovery that 
the Louvre runs inte the Rivolt; 
that the place in particular was 
not more than seven blocks from 
my hotel, and that by the other 
route I had walked fully a mile in 
the opposite direction, finally dou- 
bling back by another street. 

Now. by the patient process of 
traveling on my own skids, om 
getting wise to Paris, and find my 
way about readily late at night, when 
it fs so dark in spots that you almost 
feel your way along the gray walls. 
Tho city was nothing like this when 
Poe received the inspiration for his 
cheery ‘little stories, but I have yet 
to experience an attack of the willies 
or bump into a Paris Apache.

So Says Mountaineer Arrested 

| as Draft Evader. 

Comes Out of Seclusion and 
Discovers Conflict. 


Wants to Form Unit of Husky 
Men to Fight Huns. 


John Schultz,. 30 years 
worked for two years as a lumber- 


jack in the backwood country, 
seventy miles from San  Ber- 
pardino. It was just two years ago 


that John betook himself from his 
mountain habitat to visit a wife and 
child at Long Beach. He spent a 
week with his small family and 
then returned to resume his task ns 


lumberjack, carrying back with him 
the latest reports of the war. 

While John was far in the moun- 
tains, away from the telegraph and 
even the mail carrier, the United 
States declared war on Germany. 
John continyed to hew trees un- 
mindful of this fact. Time drew 
near for him to visit his family 
agrin. He hitched his pack and 
came out of the mountains, and to 
Longe Beach. 

There, he told his attorney, Tou 
Guernsey, vesterday, he heard of 
America’s participation in the war 
but before he could register he was 
placed under arrest by agents of the 
Department of Justice and lodged tn 
the County Jail. 

“I am willing to fight, fust give 
me a chance,” said John. “People 
eall me a slacker. Did you ever 
hear of a rawrbdqned mountaineer 
slacking? I'm WenhMme to get my 
hands on a Hun, the sooner the bet- 
ter. 

“T've been up In the mountains 
for years. Maybe I wasn't surprised 
when my wife told me there was a 
real war on in the United States. I'd 
like to go back into the mountains 
anc organize a battalion of husky 
lumberjacks. If the Huns are still 
thinking of hewing a German peace 
cut of this war they'll change their 
minds when these mountain boys 
get after them.” 

Schultz was arraigned May 11 
and pleaded not guilty before Fed- 
eral Judge Bledaoe. He will be tried 
before Judge Trippett June 3 on a 
charge of attempting to evade the 
draft.
